In  its  effort  to  educate  and  prepare 
professionals  for  one  of  the  largest 
national  and  international  industries, 
the  Max  C.  Fleischman  College  of 
Agriculture  offers  degrees  up  to  a 
full  doctorate  in  three  areas  of 
emphasis:  Natural  and  Environmental 
Resources,  Agricultural  Science,  and 
Agribusiness. 

Headed  by  Dean  Bernard  M. 
Jones,  the  college  has  a  broad  range 
of  opportunities  for  students,  with 
majors  in  the  departments  of 
Agricultural  Economics,  Animal 
Science,  Biochemistry,  Range 
Wildlife  and  Forestry,  and  Veterinary 
Medicine.  In  addition,  students  may 
choose  to  enter  the  Agricultural 
Education  and  Communications 
program,  a  cooperative  program 
with  the  College  of  Education  which 
provides  training  in  teaching 
Agriculture.

In  January  of  this  year,  Dean 
James  Gentry  and  the  students  and 
faculty  of  the  Donald  W.  Reynolds 
School  of  Journalism  saw  the 
opening  of  the  new  39,000  square 
foot  journalism  building.  Along  with 
the  new  building  came  a  new  writing 
lab  with  Macintosh  SE  computers,  a 
new  graphics  lab  with  Macintosh  VX 
computers,  complete  broadcasting 
facilities,  modern  classrooms,  a 
presentation  center,  a  conference 
center,  and  a  lecture  hall. 

The  school  trains  students  for 
careers  as  journalists  and 
professionals  in  the  related 
communication  fields  of  public 
relations  and  advertising.  These 
fields  require  strong  writing  skills  and 
a  clear  understanding  of  society, 
economy  and  the  government. 

With  the  importance  of  practical 
experience  in  mind,  the  school 
provides  opportunities  for  students 
to  train  in  newspaper,  magazine,  and 
broadcast  newswriting,  editing,  and 
production  as  well  as  advertising  and 
public  relations. 

The  options  of  study  available  to 
majors  at  the  school  are  print 
journalism,  broadcasting  journalism, 
advertising,  and  public  relations.  The 
professors  at  the  school  have  strong 
backgrounds  in  the  communications 
field  as  editors  and  writers  for 
national  publications,  and  public 
relations  and  advertising  personnel 
for  agencies  with  similar  distinction.

The  School  of  Medicine,  under 
Dean  Robert  Daugherty,  gives 
students  a  choice  of  three  bachelor 
of  science  degree  programs  in 
biochemistry,  clinical  laboratory 
science,  and  speech  pathology  and 
audiology  as  well  as  graduate  options 
at  their  four-year  medical  school. 

Unlike  most  medical  schools 
around  the  country,  the  University  of 
Nevada  School  of  Medicine  relies  on 
the  community  medical  facilities  for 
practical  experience  and  internships. 
Because  Nevada  is  still  very  much  a 
rural  state,  with  small,  widely- 
scattered  populations  and  a  need  for 
primary  care  physicians,  this  unusual 
model  proves  the  most  effective. 

The  school  concentrates  on  seven 
basic  science  and  seven  clinical 
science  academic  departments  with 
interaction  between  the  disciplines  to 
provide  students  with  broad  and 
varied  health  care  training. 

As  undergraduates,  students  can 
major  in  biochemistry  and  clinical 
laboratory  science,  with  the  graduate 
programs  being  biochemistry,  cellular 
and  molecular  biology,  cellular  and 
molecular  pharmacology  and 
physiology,  and  speech  pathology 
and  audiology.

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The  Mackax;  School  of  Mines 


Internationally  recognized  for  its 
engineering  and  applied  science 
programs,  the  Mackay  School  of 
Mines  departments  of  Chemical  and 
Metallurgical  Engineering,  Computer 
Science,  Geological  Sciences,  and 
Mining  Engineering  prepare  students 
for  professional  careers  in  mineral 
and  energy  industries  as  well  as 
public  and  private  research  facilities. 

Headed  by  Acting  Dean  James 
Hendrix,  the  school  gives  students 
options  for  degrees  including 
chemical,  geological,  and  mining 
engineering,  computer  science, 
geology,  geophysics,  geochemistry, 
materials  science,  and  options  in 
their  growing  hydrology  and 
hydrogeology  programs. 

Because  Nevada  is  first  in  the 
nation  in  terms  of  precious  metal 
production,  students  can  gain  much- 
needed  practical  experience  in  the 
fields  directly  connected  to  the 
mining  industry  as  well  as  fields  in 
research  related  to  mining. 

Facilities  either  connected  with  the 
school  or  work  in  fields  related  to  the 
focus  of  the  school  include  the 
Mackay  Minerals  Museum,  the  Mines 
Library,  the  Seismological 
Laboratory,  the  Center  for 
Neotectonic  Research,  the  Nevada 
Bureau  of  Mines  and  Geology,  the 
Center  for  Precious  Metals,  the  Reno 
Research  Center  of  the  U.S.  Bureau 
of  Mines,  and  the  U.S.  Geological 
Survey  Field  Office,  and  Minerals 
Information  Office.  These,  as  well  as 
other  public  and  private  resources 
provide  students  and  faculty  with 
opportunities  for  research  and  study.

ft  was  another  successful  year 
as  the  Nevada  Wolf  Pack 
football  team  took  the 
championship  once  again.  The 
success  was  heightened  by  the  fact 
that  the  University  of  Nevada  moved 
up  from  the  Big  Sky  Division  I-AA  to 
the  Big  West  Division  I- A.  This  is  the 
first  time  in  NCAA  history  that  a 
football  team  has  moved  up  a 
division  and  won  their  conference 
their  first  year  in  the  division. 

Coach  Chris  Ault  led  the  Wolf 
Pack  to  a  7-4  overall  winning  season. 
The  Wolf  Pack  then  proceeded  to 
the  Inaugural  Las  Vegas  Bowl  held 
on  December  18  where  they 
challenged  the  Bowling  Green 
Falcons  who  were  9-2  in  the  Mid- 
American Conference. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  game, 
Bowling  Green  had  accumulated  28 
points  to  Nevada's  3  points  leaving 
the  outcome  looking  dim  for  Nevada. 
But  in  the  second  half,  quarterback 
Chris  Vargas,  the  comeback  kid, 
rallied  the  Wolf  Pack  to  a  34-28 
lead.  But  with  thirty  seconds  to  go 
on  fourth  down.  Bowling  Green 
threw  a  touchdown  pass  tying  the 
game  at  34-34.  All  hope  was  lost 
when  the  extra  point  was  made 
leaving  the  final  score  at  35-34.  Even 
though  it  was  a  very  disappointing 
loss  for  the  Wolf  Pack  and  their  fans, 
the  Pack  was  able  to  prove  to  the 
nation  that  they  were  ready  for 
Division  I- A.

Junko  Nakamura 
was  an  average  23 
year  old  exchange 
student  from  Japan.
